A considerable sum of money was 
recently found in an old tree trunk 
near La S c u t , Minn., which was sup­ 
posed to have been hidden there by 
one Rheinhart of La Crosse, who was 
lynched for murder in the late fifties. 
Th e New Ulm, Minn., News says: 
“ It is possible that this m oney was 
deposited by a man named Rheinhart. 
who wa" lynched near Lexington, not 
far from the east end of the lake in 
the winter of 1858-59. 
He had ac­ 
companied a. German from La Crosse 
iii October. 1858, to Lexington, where 
he had a 
government 
pre-emption 
claim of 
160 acres, with an. under­ 
standing that he would show the Ger­ 
man some land he had to sell. This 
was the last seen <>f the German "tran- 
ger until his dead body was found 
in a timber thicket covered with brush 
near Rheinhart’." land. Rheinhart was 
soon afterward arrested at La Crosse, 
Wis., where he had gone with a flat­ 
boat load of potatoes lie had shipped 
from Henderson on the Minnesota ri­ 
ver, and taken to Lexington, where he 
was confined in a small log jail. 
Ile 
then had on his person a watch of the 
murdered man. 
“ Hie broke out of jail but was soon 
captured, and it may be that either be­ 
fore he w a s first arrested or when he 
broke out of jail he secreted the gold 
recently found in the tree, as at that 
time gold was generally carried 
in 
moderate sums instead of state bank 
paper, which 
was not always good 
away from home. 
“ The lynching was caused by the Re­ 
lief that Rheinhart would escape from 
jail a second time. 
N o person was 
even punished for the lynching, 
al­ 
though some of the members of the 
lynching party were loud exhorters in 
church.”
